Col. Walter S. King, head of 
an Air Force investigating team

Col. King was especially im­ 
pressed, he said, by toe quick 
action of local Division of For­ 
estry and Diamond Internation­ 
al and Wheeler Logging person­ 
nel in bring under control an 
Inferno touched off by the ex­ 
ploded fuel tanker. 
According to Col. King, the 
tanker, a four - engine Boeing 
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jet, could have been carrying 
as much as 31,000 gallons of 
fuel. It's more likely, though, 
he noted, it had less than 15,- 
000 gallons aboard at the time 
of its crash. 
Killed in the Impact and burn­ 
ed beyond recognition were nine 
airmen from Castle Air Force 
Base, including crewmen, re­ 
fueling flight Instructors and 
students. 
Bodies of all nine 
have been recovered and iden­ 
tifications are being made by a 
team of experts at .Travis Air 
Force Base Hospital. 
In leaving here yesterday, Col. 
King left behind at the crash 
site, 36 men, including security 
teams, food service personnel, 
and two investigative experts 
from Boeing Aircraft Corpora­ 
tion. The downed four engine 
craft was manufactured by Boe­ 
ing and was similar to a 707 
jet airliner. 
Witnesses to the air tankers 
troubled flight before and during 
crash motion have been most 
accommodating, Col. King said. 
Capt. Alvin Luedtkl, informa­ 
tion officer from Beale Air 
Force Base, has beon track­ 
ing down witnesses since Tues­ 
day and turning over his find­ 
ings to the investigating team. 
Capt. Luedtkl said an appeal 
tor witnesses carried Thursday 
by toe Daily News brought quick 
response from local residents.

Lawmakers failed Friday in 
an all-out push to finish work on 
a foreign aid package before 
halting for the national political 
conventions. The Senate and the 
House recessed until Sept. 4, 
two days after Labor Day. 
In the final flurry oí action, 
Congress ) nt the White House 
a broader poultry inspection, 
program and a flock of lesser 
measures. But the foreign aid 
bill, already fixed roughly at $1 
billion below what President 
Johnson wants, became bogged 
down in a minor argument over 
log exports. 
Lawmakers are divided over 
how long Congress will stay in 
session when it comes back in 
September to face a threatened 
filibuster over Johnson's choice 
of Fortas as chief justice at a 
time when politicians feel the 
tug to return to the campaign 
trail. 
Senate Majority Leader Mike 
Mansfield, D— Mont., said it 
might be Impossible to wind up 
before Christmas. 
But many 
members, particularly those 
facing tough re-election fights, 
say they are determined to get 
home by the first of October. 
The Senate also faces a poten­ 
tially fierce battle over efforts 
to strengthen a bill to ban mail 
sales of rifles and shotguns. 
Other leftover problems in­ 
clude the $72-billion Pentagon 
appropriations bill which pays 
for the war in Vietnam, ratific­ 
ation of the nuclear nonprolifer­ 
ation treaty, and a $14-billion 
omnibus education measure.

Hans-Otto Steiff, of Giengen-on> 
the-Brenz for almost 90 years. 
Right now stuffed elephants 
and donkeys are enjoying their 
quadrennial surge of popularity 
in the United States, as they do 
every 
presidential 
election 
year. 
People's tastes in real live 
dogs is reflected in their choice 
of replicas, says the managing 
director of the famed Steiff 
company, who was in New York 
on a business trip. When the 
poodle became the top dog in 
the nation, so did the stuffed 
version. 
President Johnson 
created an upsurge in the sale 
of 
stuffed beagles, 
and at 
present the schnauzer is big 
in tbe toy world. 
The firm, in operation since 
Steiff*s 
great-aunt Margaret 
started it as a small shop in 
1880, exports its products to the 
whole Westernworld. Here, too, 
differences in national prefer­ 
ences are apparent. 
••The mandrill, 
a baboon, 
goes very well in Germany,” 
notes the 40ish Steiff in his 
slightly accented English. •• Al­ 
so the pig is considered a good 
luck animal in my country and 
we make four sizes of pink pigs. 
Switzerland 
goes for alpine 
goats and mountain rams and in 
America they like the bison, 
tiger, and raccoons.” 
But one animal that has been 
the top seller everywhere al­ 
most since its introduction te 
1902 is tbs original “ teddy” 
bear, designed bySteiff*s uncle, 
Richard Steiff, and named for 


President Theodore Roosevelt. 
Since then at least 200 million 
have been sold in about 50 dif­ 
ferent models. Today a teddy 
bear lover has a choice of 20 in 
various sizes, colors and atti­ 
tudes. 
Operating in its 
original 
building with numerous addi­ 
tions, the toy firm turns out 
about 12,000 items a day. Much 
of the work is still done by hand. 
The company produces about 
250 varieties oí animals in about 
600 versions. The artists spend 
a 1(4 of time at zoos and “ we 
never miss a circus,” Steiff 
says. 


“We are always looking for 
new ideas and this year we have 
introduced a set of animal char­ 
acters based cm Kipling's jungle 
stories,” he adds. “ We oc­ 
casionally drop one that is not 
too successful. 
Eric the Bat 
was funny but nobody bought.” 
A spiker and a lobster also 
failed to find 
many 
loving 
homes. 
“ We have no mechanical ani­ 
mals and no electronic innova­ 
tions,” he continues. 
“ We 


think it doesn't fit our tradi­ 
tion and we can't change our 
taste developed in all these 
vears.” 
The products range from wool 
miniatures, such as a one-inch 
ladybug, to lifesize giraffes and 
nearly lifesize elephants, made 
mostly for display. 
Among 
the most expensive animals in 
the retail line is a bison pric­ 
ed at $750. 
Steiff himself much prefers 
his own inanimate animals to 
the animate kind.

Pistachio is a relatively new 


word for Tehami County. Paul 
Jenks, the county's first Pista- 
chio grower, is enthusiastic 
about the potential of the cro'j.

Blackberry Ave. just off 99E 
near DairyviUe, is not fully 
mature yet, his trees have ex. 
hibited tremendous potential.

man, pioneering a new crop for 
the area, got into it almost by 
accident. 


The Jenks bought their land 


many 
years ago and 
were 


wondering what to do with it. 
Mrs. Jenks at that time* worked 
at the Bureau of Reclamation 
in Cluco. One day she mention. 


ed their problem to an acqua. 
intance at work ami he ircmed. 
lately 
suggested pistachios. 


Neither she nor her husband 
had any idea how to raise the 
nuts or take care of the trees. 


They went to Dr. Lloyd Joley, 


Horticulturist In Charge at the 
USDA Plant Introduction Station 
in Chico who heartily endors-

ed their plan. 


Jenks stated that Joley's in- 


terest and assistance have not 
abated since the beginning of 
their venture. They credit, too, 
Ed Dietz, Agricultural Com. 
missioner and Lee Frey, Ag- 
ricultural 
Advisor, with un. 


paralled assistance and advice. 


Being the first to raise pista- 


chios in the county, Jenks feels 
there is a rather uncommon 
interest in his grove, and men. 
boned that the State, the Fed. 
eral government, and especially 
the 
University of California 


have been more than helpful to 
him. 


Upon request, UC Davis got 


busy and developed a water 
agitation system for separbng 
the nuts that has greatly bene- 
fitted Jenks and other pioneer 
growers of this crop in the 
United States. 
Further tech- 


no logical innovations will fol» 
low soon, feels Jenks, as th? 
pistachios prove their worth 
and become more and more 
an important crop. 


The Jenks' first trees were 


grown from seeds planted in 
milk cartons in 1955. 
The 


seedlings were put into the 
ground in 1957 and, as can be 
seen by the accompanying photo- 
graphs are doing well. 


The initial planting was made 


with ornamental pistachios and 
when they reached the thickness 
of a fountain pen, Jenks grafted 
them with buds from the Ker man 


variety grown at the Chlco Ex. 
perimental Station. 


As Jenks explained, 
more 


than 90 per cent of the pista- 
chios consumed in this country 
are imported. The Near East 
and the Mediterranean countr. 
ies are the primary growing 
regions. 


Tehama County, 
however 


must be a good region because 
Jenks' pistachios are at least 
50 per cent larger than those 
bought in the stores, and they 
are vary tasty. 


Pistachios have very long tap 


roots and require good drain- 
age. If the cropproves success, 
ful, we may have pistachios in 
the county for a long time; 
some of the trees in Iran, for 
example, are 800 years old and 
still producing. 


Jenks said the harvest will 


take place around October. His 
operation, like so many others 
in the area, is small and a 
family affair. 
The pistachios 


are knocked to the 
ground, 


gathered on canvas sheets and 
processed, most of the opera, 
lion taking place entirely at the 
Jenks residence. 


Mrs. Hirley Wilder, Jenks 


daughter, 
assists with most 


phases of the processing and 
rides herd on the huller, a reg- 
ular potato peeling machine. 


The desired nuts are split 


on one end. 
If they are not, 


most likely they are empty 
shells or have a shriveled seed.

Dairy Men Hope To Put Crimp 
In Non-Dairy Competition 


President Carl Samuelson of 


the Council of California Grow- 
ers believes inflation, not high- 
er profits, Is responsible for 
higher food prices. 


"Certainly 
there 
is no evi- 


dence that farmers or food han- 
dlers are to blame," he said. 


"First, the farmer's share of 


the food dollar has shrunk from 
48 cents to 34 cents during the 
past 20 years. Farmers today 
generally are 
receiving 
no 


more, some even less, than they 
did 20 years ago." 


At the same time he cited an 
editorial in the June 26th is- 
sue of the San Francisco Daily 
Commercial News that "profit 
margins in grocery stores are 
the lowest in all American in- 
dustry." 


Samuelson said that while food 
prices have gone up in recent 
years, consumers should re- 
member two important facts: 
1. That they are spending a 
smaller percentage of their in- 
come after taxes on food today 
than ever before. 
Today they 


spend approximately 18 per cent 
of their disposable incomes on 
food, as compared with 26 per 
cent in 1947. Wages have ri- 
sen 
higher, proportionately, 


than the cost of food. 


2. That the cost of food has not 
rlimbed as high, relatively, as 
other major living costs. For 
example, while food costs have 
increased 
25 per cent since 


1947, labor costs have doubled, 
medical costs have jumped 78 
per cent, and housing 39 per 
cent.

June may be "Dairy Month" 
but August, 1968 is the month 
when California dairymen hope 
to have signed into law a bill 
which will remove some of their 


competition coming from pro- 
ducts 
resembling dairy pro- 


ducts. A.B. 1459, by Assemb- 
lyman Patfee, turned out to be 
the most controversial dairy 
bill of the 1968 Legislative 
Session as a hard-fought battle 
over an extremely rocky course 
was waged. 


A.B. 1459 is designed to pro- 
tect the consumer. 
The bill 


will prevent deception in the la- 
beling of imitation milk pro- 
ducts with deceptive pictures, 
symbols or words being pro- 
hibUed, The ingredients of im- 
itation products must be listed 
on the container so that the 
consumer will be fully aware 
of what she is purchasing. In 
addition, the products must be 
produced under sanitary condi- 
tions equal to those of dairy 
products. 


Of particular interest to the 
dairy producer are the provi- 
sions of the bill which require 
that Class I prices be paid to 
the producer for any milk pro- 
ducts used in producing imita- 
tions of fluid milk.

had with corn planter 
seed plates. 
A simple finger pick-up unit, 
held by the model, has been 
developed which will replace 
the many different sizes of seed 
plates shown in the rack. 
The new unit wiU meter out 
s .d kernels accurately regard­ 
less of size and shape of the 
seed. 
Up io now it has been 
necessary to grade seed by 
shape and size and then have 
the right size seed plate to 
meter it out accurately. 
For farmers this new de­ 
velopment will mean the end 
of stocking a number of differ­ 
ent size seed plates, the time 
consuming 
job oí 
changing 
them 
to try to keep them 
matched up with toe size and 
shape of the seed they are 
planting, and toe worry about 
whether they have matched up 


the right seed plate with the 
seed they are planting. 
The new finger pick-up unit 
will be available on four, six, 
and eight-row pull-type corn 
planters for 1969. It marks the 
biggest breakthrough in plant­ 
ing 
mechan1 sms since 1901 
when the edge - drop planter 
with 
seed plates first 
was 
patented. The plates have been 
used on corn 
planters since 
then. 
Seed plate planting has re­ 
quired high uniformity in the 
size and shape of seeds. With 
the development of hybrids, the 
size and shape of seeds has 
been less and less uniform. To 
combat this, seed companies 
have screened and graded seed 
as best they can by size and 
shape, farm equipment com­ 
panies have made many sizes 
of seed plates available, and 
farmers have had to stock a 
number of different plates.

President Carl Samuelson of 
the Council of California Grow­ 
ers believes inflation, not high­ 
er profits, is responsible for 
higher food prices. 
"Certainly there 
is no evi­ 
dence that farmers or food han­ 
dlers are to blame," he said. 
"First, toe farm er's share of 
the food dollar has shrunk from 
48 cents to 34 cents during the 
past 20 years. Farm ers today 
generally are 
receiving 
no 
more, some even less, than they 
did 20 years ago." 
At the same time he cited an 
editorial in the June 26th is­ 
sue of the San Francisco Dally 
Commercial News that "profit 
margins in grocery stores are 
the lowest in all American in­ 
dustry." 
Samuelson said that while food 
prices have gone up in recent 
years, consumers should re ­ 
member two Important facts: 
1. That they are spending a 
smaller percentage of their in­ 
come after taxes on food today 
than ever before. Today they 
spend approximately 18 per cent 
of their disposable Incomes on 
food, as compared with 26 per 
cent in 1947. Wages have r i­ 
sen 
higher, proportionately, 
than toe cost of food. 
2. That the cost of food has not 
climbed as high, relatively, as 
other major living costs. For 
example, while food costs have 
increased 25 per cent since 
1947, labor costs have doubled, 
medical costs have jumped 78 
per cent, and housing 39 per 
cent.

June may be "Dairy Month" 
but August, 1968 is the month 
when California dairymen hope 
to have signed into law a bill 
which will remove some of their 


competition coming from pro­ 
ducts 
resembling dairy pro­ 
ducts. A.B. 1459, by Assemb­ 
lyman Pattee, turned out to be 
the most controversial dairy 
bill of the 1968 Legislative 
Session as a hard-fought battle 
over an extremely rocky course 
was waged. 


A.B. 1459 is designed to pro­ 
tect the consumer. 
The bill 
will prevent deception in the la­ 
beling of imitation milk pro­ 
ducts with deceptive pictures, 
symbols or words being pro­ 
hibited. The ingredients of im­ 
itation products must be listed 
on the container so that the 
consumer will be fully aware 
of what she Is purchasing. In 
addition, the products must be 
produced under sanitary condi­ 
tions equal to those of dairy 
products. 


Of particular Interest to toe 
dairy producer are the provi­ 
sions of the bill which require 
that Class I prices be paid to 
the producer for any milk pro­ 
ducts used in producing Imita­ 
tions of fluid milk. 


California's dairy Industry has 
for some years been experien­ 
cing unsettling changes in pro­ 
duction as well as consumer 


acceptance. Unprecedented ur­ 
ban development has forced toe 
displacement of many dairy 
ranches. High speed transpor­ 
tation and sophisticated refri­ 
geration have made possible a 
source of supply far removed 
from consumer markets. These 
Internal dairy conditions have

istic limitations on the borrow- 
ing power of public agencies, 
the Watson measure could sus- 
pend completion of the half- 
finished California State Aque- 
duct, for which $2 billion of our 
tax money has been committed 
and largely spent. 


"The voters by a three-to-one 
margin approved an $850 mil- 
lion bond issue in 1966 to com- 
plete a Metropolitan Water Dis- 
trict system to distribute water 
from the new state system to 
five populous but dry Southern 
California counties." Hotchkis 
was chairman of the citizen's 
committee 
which campaigned 


for the MWD bond issue. 


"This water is scheduled to 


begin flowing in Southern Cali- 
fornia in 1971. 
The Watson 


measure's limitations on public 
financing could divert the vi- 
tally needed water from these 
systems down the drain instead 
of into our homes. 


"This water is desperately 


needed not only for growth and 
prosperity, but to sustain life 
itself. 
"There can be no controversy 


and no debate about a measure 
which turns off our water. If 
for no other reason, this mea- 
sure must be defeated. Water 
will be the main thrust of our 
case against the Watson pro- 
posal 
until 
November. How- 


ever, we shall also point out 
its many other flaws in sub- 
sequent statements to the pub- 
lic," Hotchkis said.

Just 
the slightest touch by the honey 
bee triggers a mechanism in 
the stamen which causes H to 
jerk violently and shake its pol- 
len onto the stigma. It's na- 
ture's way of fertilizing the al- 
falfa 
plant and insuring the 


production of seed. 


Some of the bees are smart. 
Or 
cowardly, depending upon 


which way you look at It. TO 
avoid getting bopped, some bees 
have learned to slip Into the 
bloom by a sort of "side door" 
approach. They succeed in col- 
lecting nectar without tripping 
the pollen-bearing stamen. 


That's great for the honeybee.

Disney Studio M akes 
Movie Without Walt 


For the first time In the his­ 
tory of the Disney Studio, a fea­ 
ture cartoon is being made with­ 
out the guidance and control of 
Walt Disney. 
“ Jungle Book” was the last 
animated feature produced un­ 
der the watchful supervision of 
Walt, who oversaw all the films, 
beginning with the trail-blazing 
“Snow White and the 
Seven 
Dwarfs” in 1937. Now his stu­ 
dio’s animators and artists are 
engaged In a brand-new film, 
“ The Aristocats” . 
“ Actually, Walt did put the 
project into work,” says Wolf­ 
gang “ Woo lie” 
Reltherman, 
who is directing the feature. 
“ At the beginning it was very 
loose, just as all of them are at 
the start. 
It began as a show 
for the television series, and we 
were working on it after *101 
Dalmations’ 1961. 
The Idea 
kept growing, and it appeared 
more suitable for a full -length 
feature.” 
“ The Aristocats” had scarce­ 
ly progressed beyond the for­ 
mative stages when Disney died 
in December 1966.

use more of them to suit the 
tastes of their local audiences. 


So, what exactly Is this syndi­ 
cation? 
Quite simply It is the 
production of a program on vi­ 
deo tape which a local station 
can buy and broadcast. 
The 
money the station gets from the 
sale of commercial spots within 
the show is likely to net it a fat­ 
ter profit than does the network 
shows they carry. 


One Instance of syndication is 
the 
success of "Password” 
which in syndicated reruns is in 
many markets outrattng first- 
run network shows. 


Suddenly the whole field of syn­ 
dication—new shows and reruns 
— has started to look like a 
gold mine and many are rushing 
in to stake claims. 
This is 
both encouraging and danger­ 
ous. Dangerous, be cauce some 
producers win try to fob off a 
second - rate product. En­ 
couraging, because ethers see 
a chance to produce programs of 
network quality u.ten over­ 
looked these days by movie - 
oriented networks. 


Ast the networks become more 
and more 
locked into large 
blocks of movies and movie- 
type serials, local stations are 
discovering 
this bonanza of 
quality programs, designed bet­ 
ter to suit their local audien­ 
ces. 
And that, Mother, is what syn­ 
dication is all about. And Pm 
for it.
